"You have the prom ise of executives 
that they will not cut wages without 
orderly process by the board. 
"lf you strike you must strike sole­ 
ly on wage cuts of last July, which 
was only a small percentage of the 
total increase granted during the war.’

During the past year JOI 
cases were surveyed and Pm placed 
in training. 
The staff lias been in- 
creased and efforts will be in ado to 
make the work helpful to a still larger 
number tile coming year. 
Tho rehabilitation work is conduct­ 
ed tty the division of re-education, Of 
the State Department of Education. 
While the Minnesota law was prima­ 
rily intend* d to benefit victims of in­ 
dustrial accidents, its 
terms 
were 
made oread enough to include all cit­ 
izens who arc permanently disabled 
in any manner, by accident or disease, 
and the Federal uct is equally broad. 
Tin method of work is through poi 
sonul interview’ with the disabled per­ 
son, advice as to th© proper o ra l pa 
lion, aud arrangements with whatever 
training agency .seoms suitable. 
The 
division does not maintain a school 
of its own but uses a wide variety of 
existing agencies.

It is perhaps not as well known as 
it should he. that disabled civilians 
as well as disabled soldiers are being 
educated and prepared for self su p ­ 
port and a life of usefulness and hap­ 
piness in this state. 
Many young peo­ 
ple and adults are being trained who 
otherwise might be unable 
to 
tope 
with the difficulties that would con­ 
front them later in life. 
This is an activity in which Minne­ 
sota has been in tile fore front. There 
has been so much attention focus t d 
on the rehabilitation of the disabled 
soldiers that many are not aw are thai 
a similar work tor disabled civilians 
was started in Minnesota under a state 
law in July, 11)19, and lias been re 
reiving Fe<lera! support as well since 
July, 1920. 
During the past year 861 
cases were surveyed and IOT* placed 
in training. 
Tile stuff has been in­ 
creased and efforts will be made to 
make the work helpful to a still larger 
num ber the coming year. 
The rehabilitation work is conduct­ 
ed by the division of re-education, of 
Hie State Departm ent ut Education. 
While the Minnesota law was prim a­ 
rily intended to benefit victims of in­ 
dustrial accidents, Its 
term s 
wore 
made broad enough to include all cit- 
izena who are perm anentiy disabled 
in any m anner, by accident or disease, 
and Urn Federal act is equally broad. 
The method of work is through per 
sonu! interview with the disabled per­ 
son, advice as to the proper occupa­ 
tion, and arrangem ents with whatever 
training ageuey seems suitable.
